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The qualifications for delegates to a state constitutional convention are set out in some state constitutions or statutes. Where the 
constitution is silent on the matter, the legislature, having plenary power to call a constitutional convention, has the power to 


prescribe the qualifications for candidates! and the manner of electing delegates.” The offices of state senator and representative 
are not incompatible with membership in a constitutional convention unless made incompatible by some provision under the 


state's constitution.” 





only authority of the members of the convention 1s to propose amendments to be submitted to a vote of the people of the state.” 


The legislature need not provide for partisan participation or the use of political party designation in the election of delegates 


even though statutory law provides for both with respect to the election of state legislators.° 
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
